Province tells town: stick with your lagoons

Didsbury was prepared to lead the county with an inno¬ 
vative mechanical treatment system but after a meeting 
with government last week, town officials shelved 
the project. 

“We were told that because it was a technology not cur¬ 
rently in use we’d have to do a lot of upfront engineering 
and consulting work to prove the system will do what it 
claims to," said Mayor Brian Wittal. 

“We'd also need open houses to show the public the sys¬ 
tem. . and at the end of the day the government can’t guar¬ 
antee it will even approve the project.” 

Town officials met with Alberta Environment and 
Alberta Infrastructure November 5) to discuss options for 
waste management. It was told it would be best to stay 
with the existing lagoons. 

Over the summer, town employees sought better, cost 
efficient ways to manage wastewater and came up with a 
mechanical treatment plant. The facility would hold three 


times the effluent as the lagoons and could clean waste- 
water in hours, rather than years. 

But the original plant proposal would release 
chemically treated grey water into the Rosebud River 
year-round - an act Alberta Environment nixed last 
September. 

Tlie government regulatory laxly said it was concerned 
aquatic life would be battered by the constant release of 
noxious water and suggested the town combine its 
mechanical treatment proposal with existing lagoons. The 
plant would store grey water in the holding ponds seven 
months a year and release into the Rosebud twice, once in 
the spring and fall. 

It was a suggestion the town was prepared to follow 
through until it met with the two ministries. 

“We were told that if we did this new system, it would 
mean delays...we could go back to the drawing board 
several times before we got it right," Wittal said. 

“And we really don’t have that time. We are coming close 
to maximum capacity with our lagoons.” 

The lagoons can handle effluent from a population of 


5,000 and it's estimated the community is over the 
4,500 mark. 

If the town wants to build or upgrade its waste manage¬ 
ment system, the government said it’s more likely to invest 
in existing lagoons than new developments. And with a 
tight budget this year, the town needs government grants. 

“This doesn’t mean (the mechanical plant) is totally 
out...it's not being thrown aside but evaluated more 
strictly with a precautionary approach,” said Brittany 
Mutton, manager of planning and infrastructure for the 
Town of Didsbury. 

She said the community may not receive government 
funding right away and in the meantime can look for new 
and better solutions for wastewater management. 

On November 23, council will hold a special meeting at 
7 p.m. to announce its new cost estimate for lagoon 
upgrades. 

The original number was $22 million, but that was based 
on an eight per cent growth rate. Hutton expects we are 
now at a growth rate of three per cent, which could lower 
the cost of fixing the holding ponds.

Town could pay for police in 2012

Police Act changed in 2005. 

“We were paying 
$400,(MX) a year because we 
were over the 2,500 limit - 
when the province stopped 
paying for police,” said 
Mayor Brian Wittal. 

That meant an approxi¬ 
mate $4 million bill, until 
2005 when outcries from 
small municipalities 
prompted the province to 
give communities a 
reprieve. 

Towns now pay 70 per 
cent of the province’s 


police service bill when 
residents number 5,000. 
The cost includes fees for 
equipment, transportation 
and supply - as well 
approximately $1(X),(X)0 to 
$120,000 per annum for 
every police member. 

The remaining 30 per 
cent of costs will be picked 
up by the province through 
grants and returned fine 
revenue. 

“These are tax dollars we 
will have to find...and a 
yearly expense we have to 


prepare for now because 
it’s not going to be a cheap 
thing,” Wittal said. 

Although putting aside 
tax dollars when there’s 
already a budget squeeze, 
could mean other projects 
are sidelined or pushed 
back, he said. 

This week, the town will 
be attending an RUMP 
information session in 
Airdrie to discuss its new 
responsibilities - which 
could start as early as 2012. 
Wittal expects the 2011 
census will officially show 


Didsbury at a population of 
5,000, and a year later 
council will be expected to 
pay up. 

That is, unless the Police 
Act changes before then. 

A spokesperson for the 
Ministry of the Solicitor 
General and Public 
Security said it is working 
on a comprehensive frame¬ 
work that examines public 
accountability, modernizes 
service delivery and cre¬ 
ates an equitable funding 
model. 

“Our end goal is to make 


a more equitable funding 
model because so many 
municipalities don’t believe 
it’s equitable,” said Eilish 
Lemieux, spokesperson for 
the Ministry of the Solicitor 
General. 

She said one suggestion 
from the Alberta Urban 
Municipalities Association 
(AUMA), is for the 
province to pay for the first 
5,000 people and 35 per 
capita there after. 

“We could very well have 
a new system in place (in 
two years)," she said. 


Town officials will inher¬ 
it new responsibilities over 
local law enforcement 
services once this commu¬ 
nity reaches 5,000 people, 
including financing police 
wages. 

Paying for law enforce¬ 
ment services is nothing 
new to this town, which 
shelled out dollars for near¬ 
ly a decade before the

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First responders get vaccine 

Seniors are next in line

AiuiounmiHMits that first ivspoiulcrs ran Ih’ among those 
standing in lint' for the I UNI tin shot this week is welcome 
news for the Didsbury fin* department. 

“We are assisting ambulance services when they sire busy 
and there’s some potential for the guys to come in contact 
with the flu,” said Bob Wright, deputy fire chief. 

“We take precautions with gloves, gowns and masks, but 
this is ;ui extra measure to make sure these guys don’t take 
anything home to their families." 

()n November 13 ;utd 1-1 Alberta 1 lealth Services accepted 
the last eligible high-risk groups to vaccination clinics. The 
newest editions include those between 18 and 44 years old 
who have chronic conditions and people who are in contact 
with children under six months old. 

Beginning November 16, the medical superboard 
arranged with communities to inoculate first responders 
and public security personnel, like firefighters, police and 
ambulance workers. It also announced that seniors over the 
age of 75 and their spouses or partners can get the vaccine 
today ;uul all seniors are eligible for the inoculation on 
Thursday. The next local clinic opens November 18. 

“We have covered the highest risk groups in the first tier 
of priorities, now we are moving to the next risk groups," 
said Dr. Martin lnvoie. Al!>erta’s deputy chief medical offi¬ 
cer of health. 

The province is basing its rollout on sequence suggestions 
from the Public Health Agency of Canada, which means 
first responders, poultry ;uid swine workers and adults 65 
anil over will be next in line. 

Wright said he believes his group Ls right where it belongs 
in the queue, though emergency medical services personnel 
should have been the first in line. 
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“We are getting it in the order we should be. . .but EMS 
should have gotten it with the nurses and hospital staff 
before pregnant women, mothers and babies,” he said. 

“They art* needed to get sick patients to the hospital.” 

Wright said some of the volunteer firefighters were wait¬ 
ing in lines when the vaccine first arrived three weeks ;igo, 
though there are still firefighters who’d like the shot. They 
don’t want to bring home the virulent flu to their children, 
nor do they want to cut down on the volunteers able to 
douse fir«*s or assist ambulance workers. 

Alberta Health Services also announced last week that 
more vaccine will be available, now that GlaxoSmithKline’s 
uiuuljuvanted vaccine is approved. 

It can he ust>d to vaccinate healthy adults, beyond expec¬ 
tant mothers, giving adults the opportunity to choose what 
vaccine - adjuvanted or unadjuvanted - they’d like to get. 

According to Lavoie, the opportunity to choose between 
vaccines could arrive as early as this week. 


Council supports cellphone ban

Town council is the latest group to back calls for a 
ban on talking and texting while driving. 

On November 10, councillors voted to join the 
Coalition for Cellphone-Free Driving, an organization 
pushing provincial lawmakers to prohibit drivers from 
using cellphones and hands-free devices. 

The town already has a policy to prevent distracted 
driving and this is seen as the next step in supporting 
safe practices. 

Mayor Brian Wittal said 
it’s his hope that by 
practising what they preach 
and aligning with the coali¬ 
tion, councillors can lead 
drivers in turning off their 
gadgets. 

“We are so used to doing 
business on the road...but if 
you look at it from a safety 
perspective...it’s an acci¬ 
dent waiting to happen," he 
said. 

Drivers are distracted by 
conversation or texting 
while moving 100 kilometres 
per hour. It’s dangerous, 

Wittal said. 

I)r. Louis Francescutti, an injury researcher for the 
University of Alberta and the man behind the coalition, 
knows first hand how fatal talking and driving can be. 

As an emergency physician at the Royal Alexandra 
Hospital in Edmonton, lie’s seen his share of carnage. 

“The only reason I started this (coalition) was to try 
and show people there are drivers dying needlessly 
while this government is waiting to come up with 
something,” he said. 

The province has made it clear, it doesn’t want to 
create legislation just for cellphone use- rather it 
wants an umbrella policy to prevent eating, makeup 
application and cellphone use while driving. It has 
been looking for ways to create this policy since 2007. 

“We continue...you know researching this and espe¬ 
cially looking at how legislations that other provinces 
are putting in place are working for them in reducing 
collisions on the road,” said Martin Dupuis, spokesper¬ 
son for the Ministry of Transportation. 

The government of Alberta has also not yet created 
an internal policy to prevent employees from using 
electronic devices, as some municipalities like 
Didsbury have done. 

“(The government) pretends it is doing the right 
thing by taking years to create a big ban...but it’s not 
makeup application or eating that is the major prob¬ 
lem," said Francescutti. 

“I mean how long does it take you to put on lipstick 
or eat a burger compared to having a conversation on 
your phone? The phones are the biggest danger." 

Provinces like British Columbia are implementing

bans on drivers using hand-held phones, but they are 
allowing hands-free devices. 

There is also a private member’s bill - Bill 204 - in 
Alberta’s parliament, which calls for a ban on hand¬ 
held phones. 

Francescutti calls the policies faulty and say they 
could do more harm than good. 

“You are telling people hands-free is OK...but it isn’t 
the device as much as the conversation that is distract¬ 
ing drivers. We can’t multitask.” 

Minds are engaged on conversation, prompting 
drivers to have slow reaction time or lose peripheral 
vision, he said. 

The Didsbury police 
detachment often gets 
reports of drunk drivers, 
only to discover people chat¬ 
ting or texting and not pay¬ 
ing attention to the road. 

“It is not a safe practice 
and certainly from a policing 
perspective we can see the 
benefits towards drivers not 
being distracted while driv¬ 
ing,” said Sgt. Jeff Jacobson. 

The Coalition for 
Cellphone-Free Driving has 
collected over 30 members 
including Parkland County 
and the National Safety Council. 

Francescutti’s students involved in the initiative 
offer to help businesses, municipalities and counties 
develop cellphone policies. In return, those organiza¬ 
tions can opt into the coalition. 

“1 think this generation is far more hooked up to 
their phones and what I worry about is that we will 
continue to see carnage on roadways as a result,” said 
Francescutti. 

“W’e need laws in place now."

The albatross 
around Western 
Canada’s future

Weston Canada is routinely described as a “resource- 
based" economy. This is true as far as it goes; natural 
resources are nuyor industries in the region and tiiey drive ;ill 
sorts of other economic activity. 

This observation obscures the fact that Western Canada, 
like most post-industrial societies, is largely a service econo¬ 
my. More westerners work in the health and education sec¬ 
tors than in the resource sector. “Resource-based” conjures 
images of rig workers, loggers, fanners and miners but miss¬ 
es the fact t hat most westerners live in cities doing jobs far 
removed from the resource sector. 

Tin* real problem is the effect that the resource-based 
image has on how people think about the western Canadian 
economy and its future. As important as resources are to the 
West, they poison creative thinking about other aspects of 
the economy. 

In meeting after meeting that I have attended about the 
western Canadian economy, at least one well-intentioned 
participant either starts the meeting or ends it with die same 
proclamation: “This Ls all well and good, but remember that 
natural resources are our bread and butter.” 

In one fell swoop, this mantra downgrades the statics of 
economic strategies that do not focus on natural resources. 
As a result, creative thinking Ls treated like a little kid — it 
may be indulged to some degree, but rarely Ls it taken very 
seriously. 

ThLs, of course, is a big mistake for two reasons. 

first, it hamstrings our ability to diversify the economy 
-not away from natural resources, but in addition to them. 
The point Ls not to abandon our bounty of natural resources, 
but to expand beyond them. 

Second, the traditional emphasis on natural resources per- 
petuates our overreliance on the bottom end of the econom¬ 
ic value chain. Pulling stuff out of the ground, whacking 
down trees and growing grain all contribute to the western 
Canadian economy, but they also rely on highly volatile com¬ 
modity markets and do not capture the value that can be 
addl'd to them down the line. 

To counter this, we have spent a lot of time and energy on 
figuring out ways to add value to our natural resources 
before we sell them to other countries. ThLs is worthwhile, 
but it only takes us so far in the global economy of today and 
tomorrow. The big problem with thus is that we do not have 
the comparative advantage of jurisdictions that can add value 
at lower cost. (Xir true comparative advantage din's not lie in 
natiual resources or value-added processing; it lies in our 
brainpower. 

This Ls why it Ls useful for us to engage in a thought exjx'r- 
iment. What we need to do Ls imagine that Western Canada 
suddenly has no natural resources. Would we fold up our 
tents and move on? Or would we take the advantages that 
remain such as the rule of law, an open sixiety, great cities, 
modem infrastructure and higlily educated citizens and apply 
these to other economic pursuits? 

After all, these are the reasons we have escajx*d the fate of 
other places that have natural resources but not the broad 
prosperity we enjoy here in Western Canada 

1 like to think that we would not fold up our tents and that 
we would find ways to leapfrog over whole sections of the 
value chain. We would become, as we are to some degree 
already, t he designers of new technology, the owners of inter¬ 
national enterprises, the teachers of others and the brains 
iH'hind all sorts of new and profitable venturi's. Creativity 
research and development and commercialization ;dl have to 
lx- put on economic steroids for the West to prosper over the 
long-term. ThLs Ls a tail order, but it can be filled with creative 
thinking, hard work and risk-taking. 

Despite tiiLs, our thinking seems to always come back to 
“but we have natural resources and we ignore them at our 
peril." ThLs Ls the albatross around our economic neck, not a 
lack of ideas, capital or foresight

Resident questions safety of H1N1 vaccine 


The Public Health Agency of 
Canada claims, “Scientific studies 
have shown that the vaccination 
against the pandemic H1N1 flu virus 
is safe and effective.”

After doing some research, I find 
a number of different 111N1 flu vac¬ 
cines containing ingredients like 
formaldehyde which is a scientifi¬ 
cally proven carcinogen, polysor- 
bate 80 which is scientifically 
proven to cause sterility, squalene 
which is a scientifically proven neu¬ 
rotoxin, thimersol which is a form 
of mercury and a scientifically 
proven neurotoxin, monosodium 
glutamate, more commonly known 
as MSG which can cause any num¬ 
ber of allergic reactions from 
migraines to anaphylactic shock, 
(people with a gluten intolerance 
w ill react adversely to a vaccine 
containing MSG). Do those ingredi¬ 
ents sound “safe and effective” to 
you? 

While the media is constantly 
telling us of the seriousness of the 
I11N1 virus and the importance of 
the vaccination, (granted, it’s being 
shoved down their throats by our 
health agency), it is still no excuse 
as to why the media does not seem 


to be sharing the other side of the 
story with the public. For example: 
the complete lack of scientific study 
of the vaccination in its entirety, the 
dangerous ingredients in the vac¬ 
cine, the vaccine’s adverse side 
effects.

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Library trustees plead for big budget increase

Library trustees went cap in hand to town council this 
month, looking to fatten next year’s hare-hones budget 

Citing depleted reserves, below average employee 
wages and rising library use, hoard members implored 
council to increase the budget by $25,000 or a total 
$140,000 appropriation. 

Council took the plea as information and won’t 
announce a decision until the budget is revealed early 
next year. 

“Whether to take that big of a jump right now all 
comes down to budget and what we are looking to do 
elsewhere," said Mayor Brian Wittal. 

“Certainly this is something council is aware of 
and...we will do what we can.” 

The Didsbury Municipal Library is hoping for good 
news. It has been struggling for the la4t six years - 


depleting all of its emergency reserves and dropping 
three to five dollars below the average wage* for Alberta 
library workers. 

The board says the problem is that it listened to advice 
from town administrators, who said the library should 
not ask for more of a percentage increase than the cur¬ 
rent cost of living allowance. 

The suggestion gave the library an additional three or 
four per cent each year, which was not enough. As a 
result, the board fell behind wage offerings of other 
facilities in the Parkland Regional Library district and 
was forced to ask for a large increase this month. 

Before going to council for the extra dollars, library 
manager Inez Kosinski said she tried to squeeze out 
monies by cutting library services, such as the book 
budget for 2010. But she can only slash so much with ris¬ 
ing public demand and increased circulation of books, 
music and videos. 

“Use keeps going up...especially during hard econom¬ 


ic times,” Kosinski said. 

“And people come here for more than just 
books...when the economy first tanked last fall I could¬ 
n’t count the number of men who came in looking for 
help creating resumes or applying for jobs online." 

The- appropriation the board is asking for will be main¬ 
ly used to bring employee wages to par with the provin¬ 
cial averages and help the library attract new, qualified 
clerks and programmers. As well, the money will allow 
the centre to open Mondays and prevent any future serv¬ 
ices from being slashed. 

The board said last week that they know council is 
making hard decisions this year with a tight budget and 
fewer government grants, but it hopes councillors will 
still choose to invest in library services. 

“This library has always aspired to excellence and to 
think it may not be able to do that anymore is really dis¬ 
heartening - so yes I think they will find the money 
because the alternative is not a good one,"Kosinksi said. 


Didsbury couple brings holiday cheer overseas

Dan Peters will play the part of Santa Claus to more than 
.'100 orphans, widows and sick children this Christmas when 
he travels to Rwanda, Africa. 

This is his second trip overseas to bring holiday spirit to 
people who often have little to cheer about. 

Money Is raised through Home of Hope, an organization 
which sponsors orphans and widows in Rw anda and India, 
and is wired to the continent for Peters, a volunteer, to 
spend. 

“We don’t just want to send over a box of toys. These kids 
have nothing, so we want to make sure they get things that 
could make a difference in their lives - be that food, bedding 
or clothing,” Peters said. 

“By buying there, we can also support the local economy." 

The children receiving this taste of Christmas, range from 
those found in an outhouse toilet to children who’ve had 
their parents killed by genocide. They live in rural areas of 
Rwanda with guardians or widows. 

Peters said a caregiver from Ilome of Hope checks in with 


the family regularly to make sure donations from the organ¬ 
ization are improving the lives of children. 

Since tile caregivers are in constant contact w ith the fam¬ 
ily and in the know for what the children need most, they 
will help Peters pick out gifts for Santa's sack. 

Peters, who will be accompanied by his wife, Ev, said he 
is looking forward to seeing the reaction of the children this 
winter when they see the presents. 

“I-ast year we handl'd over the gifts and the kids just went 
absolutely nuts...they were blown away.” 

Some of the children received notebooks, while others 
got clothes and soccer balls. Twenty dollars usually buys 
the basics, like school supplies and food and larger dollar 
amounts purchase higher-cost essentials, like bikes, mat- 
tressi's or water purifiers. 

Brian Thomson, director of Home of Hope, said approxi¬ 
mately $2,000 was raised in 2008 to buy Christmas treats for 
SO children. 

“We have been in (Rwanda) for three years now and we 
make this a yearly event...so children can receive a 
special.. .gift," he said. 

The organization will also be handing out presents to

Last Saturday night the Carstairs Community Hall 
was the place to be. Three hundred people gathered to 
enjoy good food, great company and a marvelous 
dance band. Over $10,000 was raised in the first 
fundraising gala organized by Grandmothers for 
Grand-mot hers Mountainview. 

The tone for the evening was set by Chris Whittaker, 
MC for the evening, who indicated he could be bribed 
when making the decision as to which table should go 
first to eat. 

At this point a bidding war opened. Over $400 was 
raised just in deciding which table should eat first! 
There were a lot of generous people attending, includ¬ 
ing Tracy Pound who won the first door prize of 
$2,000 - and promptly donated half of it back to 
Grannies. 

However, as Stephen Lewis Foundation spokesper¬ 
son Leah Teklemariam said, “This is not just about 
raising money - it is also about justice." 

In a moving and informative after-dinner speech, 
Teklemariam related examples of how the Stephen 
Lewis Foundation is making a difference in sub- 
Saharan Africa. 

What is “Grannies” all about? When Stephen Lewis 


was asked by the United Nations to become its Special 
Envoy for HIV/AIDS in Africa, he was astounded to 
find that, in many parts of sub-Saharan Africa 
grannies were the heart and soul of many families and 
communities. 

This had occurred, not because they chose it, but 
because they had to. AIDS had eliminated huge 
chunks of the population, attacking those adults who 
were the parents and the workers, and leaving only 
children and their grandparents. 

Stephen Lewis was so moved by this scenario played 
out millions of times across the continent, that he 
established a foundation to help these noble women, 
and, in what can only be described as an inspirational 
suggestion from his daughter, decided to enlist the 
support of Canadian grandmothers in the venture. In 
just three years over 240 grandmothers’ groups have 
sprung up all over the country that have, to date, 
raised over $6 million. 

While G4G Mountain-view started in May 2008, this 
was their first major activity, and it proved to be a 
huge success - measured not only in the funds raised 
but also in the awareness generated. Many people left 
the community hall that night with lighter wallets and 
lighter hearts.
